The career of Charles Fraiicoir 
Felu, the armle.MS Belgian artist, 
who died recently, in his seventieih 
year, is one of the most striking in- 
stances on record of success in over- 
coming the defi(!iences of nature 
Horn June 2G, 1830, at Waermaed, 
near Conrtral, Norlh Flanders, en- 
tirely without arms, he nevertheless 
achieved considerable success as a 
painier. Beginning the study at 
Antwerp, when already 25 years 
old, by means of his feet ho copied 
-lome hundreds of the best mast«'r 
k()ieces to be found there, and speci- 
mensof his work, original and other- 
>vise, arc to be found all over the 
world, esfiecially in America. The 
Queen Rei/ent of Spain bought one 
of M. Fein's pictures In lR«fi, and 
made him a chevalier of the Royal 
Order of Isabeba, and the Kinj: ol 
Portugal, accepting a work from 
liim, se/ib4iim I he cross of a chevalier 
of the Order (d' Christ of Portugal. 

In 1874 M. Felu visited London, 
where many people saw him copy- 
ing in the National Gallery and the 
Kensington Museum. One of his 
earliest recollections was of sitting 
in the garden while his mother 
laiiulit him to grasp with his baby 
loes the bright fiowers for whiidi he 
cried. Very soon he learned to 
irather them for himself, and, slendi- 
ly puisuing this form of instruction. 
Ins feet soim b came flexible and 
u^eful. M. Felu mixed colors 
without difficulty and worked quite 
easily. Holding the pal'dte hy the 
left great toe, passed throuuli 
orifice like a thumb, with the 
other foot he manipulated the brush 
with astonishing skill and con- 
fidence Al meals he used a knife 
and fork and managed his own 
drinking glass. Unii! Ihe last few 
years he alwaj's shaved himself, 
and never had an accident. Hin 
only grievance was that be could 
not gain mastery over a button 
hole. His interewts were literary as 
well as artistic, and besides a 
number of xerses he composed 
several tragedies, one of «hich was 
successfully produced in Antwerp. 
M. Felu became one of tim most 
familiar figurea in Antwerp and u[) 
to within a short time of his (hnith 
might often be seen at work in the 
museum there. — London News.

The average life of first clnfs 
leather belting, runninsi indoors 
and under ordinary conditions, is 
ten y.ars. Belts subjected to acid 
fumes would last a much shorter 
time than that, and, on the other 
hand, in especially favoring cir- 
cumstances a belt might last much 
longer. There was taken down in 
New York not long auo a leather 
bell that had been running twenty- 
four years. This, however, was 
something unusual. 

As is Ihe ca.Sc with i)retty n.neh 
everything that is made and sold, 
leather belling may h^ bought 
secoi.dhand, the secondhand belts 
coming into the market naturally 
enough through the refitting of 
factories, throui-h the sul'Stil ution 
of belts of one wi.ith for those of 
another, and so on. Second hand 
belts that have not been much u.'^ed 
sell for not very much less than new 
bells. Their price decre.'Ses, of 
course, according to the wear to 
which they have been suhjected.

This lad, Thomas Spr-inger, thirteen 
year-sold, handsome, of fine man 
ners and singularly manly and 
briirht, although deaf, dumb am' 
blind, is visiting friends in this city. 
The lad has been taken al>out con 
sideratily, and wins iidmira'ion for 
the talents he dtsplays, although so 
seriously afflicted. 

He reads, writes, and by means 
of touch converses on current 
topics, and is dioroughly posted in 
history and mathematics. 

But it is not these a accomplish- 
ments alone that ittiact persons 
Young Spring<'r is wholly free from 
taint of sin. His mind is that of n 
baby — of full purity. No idea of 
-in has ever entered it, ami his 
thouahts, always lofty, run to the 
ideal in every topic bro;iched to 
him ITiitruih or even evasion an* 
wholly unknown to him, and his 
idea of the world's attitude fowjird 
ihe Almitflity is one of unbroken 
reverence. Clergymen who have 
" talked " wilh him are amazed at 
the simple purity of th" boy, and 
maiv(d at his fine nrind and utter 
freedom fnun anything approach- 
ing cant. They see an exceptional 
future for him. " 

The development of Thomas 
SprinsK'r is a marvel in itself. At 
five years of as;e he was nmre it'noi- 
ant thnn any beast. When he 
mov'd it was liackward and on all 
fo'irs, for tutter experience had 
taught him that If he went forward 
he would strike his head against 
something, and suffering would 
follow. No institution for the 
blind would take him because he 
was a deaf mute. He could not !.o 
to any asylum for the deaf and 
dumb luK'ause he was blind, and. 
finally, his mother died and his 
father deserted him. 

Then Helen Keller, who was n 
child of ten and already bt>eoniing 
famous, heard of the afflicted as 
she was. She thouudit somethinu 
miirht be done for him. With the 
■aid of the hundreds who were inle- 
rested in her, she raise. I enoiurh 
money to briiur Tommy Strinir<>r to 
Boston and put him in charge of her 
teacher. 

First— and it took months to do 
it — he was taught to understand 
that that which made him comfor- 
table regularly three limes a day 
was food. As his teacher handeil 
him bread, she, in the sign lan- 
guaice, with her hand in his, spelled 
" l>read." The day finally came 
when Tommy got no food. He 
waited a long time and then went 
t») his teacher, took her hand in liis. 
and wilh his own flngcrs spelled 
out the word " bread." 

After that he went ahead fast, 
and to-day, In liddition to several 
accomplishments, he uses various 
t<iols and is quite a mechanic. 
Young Stringer is an inmate of the 
Kindt-rgart^n for the Blind at 



MYRON R. PALHGR. 
Mr. Myron R. Palmer died in Al- 
bany, N. Y , on Monday, Apiil 2tl, 
inOO, from phthi.sis. R inains 
were brought to New York City for 
interment in Lutheran Cemetery. 
Myion R. Palmer was Itorn in 
Meilvvaj', Greene County, New 
York, January 26th, 1863. 

He lost his hearing from scarlet 
fever at the age of nine, in 1872. 
Like many others who became 
deaf from sickness, hope of regain- 
ing hearing was promised by phy- 
sicians, but was not realiz'-d. At 
length, on September 2d, 1875, he 
was entered at the New York In- 
stitution for the Instruction of the 
I3eif and Dumb as a pupil. Being 
a semi-mute and of more than or- 
dinary inteUigence, he was place<l 
under ihe instruction of Mr. Enoch 
Henry Currier, then the Instructor 
of the Oral Class, which ranked 
next to the High Class. Among 
his classmates may be mentioned 
.Messrs. Frederick R. Strykcr. 
James F. Donnelly, James F 
O'Brien, Francis Crorken, James 
W. Nash, Robert H. lTr)gg. Georue 
S. Porter, William G. Shanks, An- 
thony Capelli, Miss Emily A 
Wells (now Mrs Blanchard, of 
Boston, Mass ), Miss Myra L. Bar- 
rager. Miss Mary A. Weyant ( now 
Mrs. Odell), Miss Rose Halpin, 
Mi,S8 Mary Martin, Miss Mary Gal 
lagher (now Mrs Doane). Later 
on, when ho advanced to the Hiiih 
Class, Messrs. Alexander Lester 
Pach and Theodore I. Lounsbury 
il.so were his classmates. 

In 1878 he began learning the 
printer's trade, or what is known 
as "Art Preservative of Arts," 
under Mr Edwin A. Hodgson. 
The Journal tt that lime was 
i>wned hy Mr. Henry C. Rider, but 
!lie following year it was bought 
and issued at Fanwood. Mr Palm- 
er took keen interest in printing 
uid advanced rapidly, winning 
first prize once oi' twice. 

Mr. Palmer graduated in 1883 
with high honors. He settled in 
.\lbany, where he had a married 
sis'er. He oiitained a position in 
the State Printing OflSce, which he 
held up to the time of his death. 
It must be said in his favor that he 
was industrious, and with the ex- 
ception of the time he was sick, he 
nev.T missed a day from his " case." 
while many hearing "printers" 
were often forced to take prolonjre ' 
vacations. Mr. Palmer made $15 
lo $18 per week, which is consider- 
ed as much as $21 to $24 in New 
York. 

Myron R. Palmer whs married to 
Miss Henrietti B "timer, of New- 
York City, in the summer of 1896. 
A nice an I comfortable home w.is 
li'ted up in Albany. In 1897 a 
daughter was born to the couple, 
which further briirhtened their 
'".ome. All went smoothly with 
them until the winter of 1898, 
when their little angel, which was 
'christened Irene, was taken sick 
vith brain fever, and died on De- 
cember 3l8t, 1898. From that 
hour, th" once happv home becauK' 
-doomy, his poor wife was stricken 
with the grip and phthisis develop- 
ed, and after suffering untold 
ai>onies for months, finally pas,sed 
iway on Thursiay, June 15fh. 
1899 Ml. Palmer ever 9 nee has 
been far from well. Hf returne<l 
to Albany, resumed his duties ai 
his old place, and once every 
month, came down to visit th** 
Bothner lniU-^ehold on Morning 
side Avenue, this city. F'or the 
past three months or so these visits 
have been omitted. Not very lone 
since it was known that he was sick 
abed, but only a few were aware 
that death was so near. 

It is indeeil very sad. Within a 
ittle over year, daughter, wife and 
husband, all pass away.

esteemed in that locality, died vt-ry 
suddenly at his home, 120 Carlton 
Avenue, on the 19th of March, 
from an aitack of pneumonia, in 
the fifty-first ywrr of his age. Hi' 
w.^is born in Scotland, and when 
five yeais of age he removed with 
his parents to Brotikljn, where he 
resided until his death. He jjrad- 
uated from the Fanwood School, 
New York City, thirty-five year- 
.'igo, and aft'-rwards entered various 
branches of Irusinesg actively 
During that time he S'Tved under 
ex- Mayor Seth Low for three year.-*, 
and was a volnnleer flr<>nian pre- 
vious to the introduction of hordes 
and steam enL'ines. He afterwards 
became an honorary member. In 
later years he worked in Gair's 
P<iper Factory, Brooklyn. His re- 
putation has always been well men- 
tioned, and his friends greatly de- 
plore his untimely deaTh, which 
leaves a vacancy that will be hard 
to fill. The funeral services which 
weiv held at his late residence, 
March 22d, were laigely attended 
by speaking and deaf-mute friends 
and relatives. They were con- 
ducted by Rev. Cliambcrl lin. The 
ca->*ket was hand.«oniely decorated 
with flowers donated by hio be- 
loved fri'»nds.

Mntes," in 1886, on a farm of 1.56 
leie^ by the Hudson River, six 
lilies below Pou^hkeefisie. It has 
Iwen a coinfoil alreafly to upward.s 
of forty afflicted peojile. Friends 
nave rallied around this Home my 
tliMi it is entirely free from debt. 
It is intended to receive inmates 
■ventiially from the whole Slate of 
New York. People of this class 
have nil been educated, but have 
oroken down in the battle of life. 
Several of the iiiiiiates are deaf and 
dumb and blind. 

On Sunday night, Feb. 18lh, the 
main building and ihe wing recently 
added for the men, were destroyed 
i>y a Bud<leu and dreadful fire. 
The inmates — fourteen women and 
eleven men — were bravely res<"ued, 
and are now comfortable in tempo- 
rary quartets in Poughkeepsie. 

In addition to the insurance, it 
will take (2(J,000 to give our silent 
friends another Christian Refuge. 
They lost all their personal effects 
in the raging flames. We would 
make ihern glad again as far as pos- 
ftiide. The Trustees of the Church 
.Mission to Deaf -Mutes appeal for 
funds to build a new and better 
Home.
